The  Secretary  commenced  reading  the  minutes  of  the  last 
Annual  Meeting,  when,  on  motion  of  A.  P.  Brown,  the  further 
reading  of  the  minutes  was  dispensed  with,  as  they  had  already 
been  published  in  the  last  Annual  Report. 

The  Secretary  moved  that  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  Social  Meetings  also  be  omitted,  as  they 
were  to  be  published  in  the  Annual  Report.  So  ordered. 

As  the  President,  Mr.  L.  E.  Sayre,  was  absent  on  account  of 
an  engagement  at  the  Women’s  Medical  College,  but  would  be 
present  later  in  the  meeting,  the  reading  of  his  address  was  post¬ 
poned  until  he  should  be  present. 

The  President  pro  tern,  then  called  for  the  Secretary’s  report,, 
which  was  read  as  follows  : —

Gentlemen  : — 

Your  Secretary  would  respectfully  report,  that  during  the  year  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Board  have  held  five  meetings.  The  attendance  of  the  members 
have  been  as  follows  : — 

L.  E.  Sayre,  Chas.  A.  Weidemann,  M.  D.,  and  Wm.  E.  Krewson  have 
attended  5  meetings  ;  Edward  C.  Jones  and  Henry  Trimble,  each  4  meetings  ; 
David  W.  Ross  and  C.  Carroll  Meyer,  each  3  meetings  ;  Jacob  S.  Beetem, 
John  A.  Witmer,  Louis  Genois  and  Thos.  H.  Potts,  each  2  meetings  ;  and 
Wallace  Procter,  one  meeting. 

During  the  Course  of  Lectures  in  the  College  the  Alumni  held  five 
Social  Meetings,  with  an  average  attendance  of  94  students,  members  and 
friends  of  the  Association.  At  the  commencement  of  the  series  a  Roster 
was  prepared  giving  the  names -of  the  lecturers  together  with  the  subjects 
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of  each,  and  date  of  holding  the  meetings,  which  was  mailed  to  every  city 
member,  and  distributed  to  the  students,  and  prior  to  each  meeting  a 
circular  was  prepared  and  also  sent  to  each  city  member,  and  distributed 
to  the  Classes  ;  papers  were  read  by  L.  E.  Sayre,  Ph.  G.,  Henry  Trimble, 
Ph.  G.,  Louis  Genois,  Ph.  G.,  Dr.  Frank  E.  Stewart,  Ph.G.,  Dr.  Henry  For- 
mad.  Prof.  Henry  Leffmann,  M.  D.,  Dr.  J.  M.  Anders,  Ph.  D.,  and  Dr. 
Adolph  W.  Miller,  Ph.  G.  Discussions  also  took  place  at  each  meeting  upon 
the  various  subjects.  Miss  F.  Lizzie  Pierce,  Thos.  H.  McCool,  Prof.  Stephen 
L.  Adams,  Miss  Kate  Pigott,  B.  E.,  were  also  present  at  the  various  meetings, 
and  entertained  those  present  with  readings  and  recitations.  The  meetings 
were  very  successfully  conducted,  and  the  Committee  deserve  the  thanks  of 
the  Association. 

The  Senior  and  Junior  Quiz  Classes  were  formed  as  usual  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  Course  with  the  same  Quiz  Masters  as  last  year,  viz. : — 
Lucius  E.  Sayre,  Ph.  G.,  and  Louis  Genois,  Ph.  G.,  for  the  Senior  Class,  and 
Henry  Trimble  for  the  Junior  Class.  Both  the  Senior  and  Junior  Quizzes 
were  held  on  Thursday  afternoon  of  each  week  in  the  Alumni  room.  Twenty- 
five  of  the  Juniors  took  the  Quizzes, and  most  of  the  members  of  the  Class  passed 
the  Junior  examination  successfully.  Forty-four  of  the  Senior  Class  were 
members  of  the  Senior  Quiz  Class;  forty-three  (43)  came  up  for  final  exam¬ 
ination  ;  thirty-eight  (38)  of  the  number  passed  successfully,  and  were  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  for  the  Degree  of  Graduate 
in  Pharmacy,  Ph.  G.  Five  were  unsuccessful,  and  failed  to  pass.  Two  other 
members  of  the  Graduating  Class  who  passed  successfully  were  members  of 
last  year’s  Quiz  Class  (1882-83),  and  are  also  entitled  to  membership  in  the 
Association,  which  will  make  a  total  of  forty  new  members  from  the  Quiz 
Class.  One  of  the  Quiz  Class  received  the  grade  of  Distinguished,  4  re¬ 
ceived  the  grade  of  Meritorious,  and  2  received  the  grade  of  Very  Satisfac¬ 
tory.  Three  of  the  members  received  the  Alumni  Prize  Certificates. 

The  Spring  Course  in  Microscopy  was  organized  in  April,  1883,  and 
the  Class  contained  six  students,  two  former  graduates  of  the  College  and 
four  Senior  students.  The  Class  during  the  Winter  was  quite  successful 
and  numbered  sixteen,  and  was  composed  of  one  graduate  of  1883  Class, 
seven  Senior  and  six  Junior  students,  also  two  others,  one  a  student  of  the 
Jefferson  Medical  College,  the  other  a  druggist  of  New  Jersey.

The  last  named  prize  is  given  this  year  for  the  first  time,  this  being 
the  first  year  for  an  examination  in  that  branch. 

The  Junior  Testimonial  is  awarded  to  Wm.  Henry  Clark,  of  Madrid. 
New  York,  he  having  the  highest  general  average  of  the  Junior  Class 
of  1884. 

The  total  amount  received  from  the  Quiz  Class  this  year  was  ^565.00, 
and  after  deducting  the  salary  of  the  three  Quiz  Masters, amounting  to  $295.00, 
netting  the  Association  $270.00  clear  of  expenses. 
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The  amount  received  from  the  Spring  and  Winter  Classes  in  Micros¬ 
copy,  was  $220.00,  and  after  deducting  $iio.oo  for  the  services  of  the 
Instructor,  it  leaves  for  the  Association  $iio.oo  clear  of  expenses. 

In  regard  to  the  Spring  Course  in  Microscopy,  it  remains  with  the 
Association  to  sav  whether  we  shall  continue  or  not. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Meeting  55  of  the  Graduates  of  our  College 
have  taken  out  Certificates  of  Membership,  and  these  added  to  the  forty  who 
become  members  by  virtue  of  their  being  members  of  the  Senior  Quiz 
Class,  makes  a  total  of  95  added  to  our  number  for  the  year  closing  to-day.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  to  revise  and 
take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  electing  Honorary  Members  have 
performed  that  duty,  and  will  report  later  in  the  meeting. 

In  closing  this  report  the  Secretar)'  desires  to  offer  his  congratulations 
to  the  Association  for  its  success  during  the  year  which  has  just  passed  and 
for  the  bright  prospects  for  its  future  usefulness. 

I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  President  and  officers  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  as  well  as  to  the  entire  membership,  for  the  courtesy  and  assistance 
they  have  given  me  during  the  past  year,  and  hope  my  successor  may  find 
the  duties  of  the  office  as  pleasant  as  I  have  found  them,  and  that  our  Asso¬ 
ciation  may  long  continue  to  prosper  and  aid  our  old  Alma  Mater  in  her 
work.

Mr.  Thos.  H.  Potts  moved  as  there  was  but  one  nominee  for 
each  of  the  offices,  that  Mr.  Chas.

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Mr.  Hancock  then  deposited  a  favorable  ballot,  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent  declared  the  above-named  gentlemen  duly  elected  as  officers 
of  the  Alumni  Association  for  the  year  ending  at  our  next 
Annual  Meeting,  March,  1885. 

The  President,  Lucius  E.  Sayre,  now  delivered  his  annual 
address,  which  is  as  follows  — 

Fellow  Alumni:- — 

In  speaking  to  you  as  President,  at  this  time,  I  have  nothing  to  report 
that  is  not  gratifying  in  connection  with  this  Association  and  its  work  during 
the  year  now  drawing  to  a  close,  and  it  continues  to  be  in  a  flourishing  con¬ 
dition.  As  an  indication  of  its  healthy  pulse  I  would  cite  the  great  interest 
taken  in  it,  and  to  show  this  I  need  only  recall  the  unusually  large  at¬ 
tendance  by  students,  members  and  others  at  the  social  meetings,  and  the 
fact  that  the  public  has  been  interested  in  the  reports  published  in  the 
papers — -sometimes  meagre,  and  not  always  correct,  but  yet  having  a  good 
effect  and  attracting  attention.  Recently  visiting  in  a  neighboring  city,  I 
was  told  that  reports  of  our  meetings  were  published  in  the  papers  there, 
and  were  read  with  interest.  I  am  informed  that  they  are  published,  also, 
in  another  adjoining  city.  These  are  straws  that  show  which  way  the 
wind  is  blowing,  and  they  should  serve  to  stimulate  us  to  renewed  efforts 
in  the  future.  The  Alumni  Association  should  take  no  mean  stand  toward 
educating  the  public.  Thinking  men  have  said— and  justly— that  some¬ 
thing  must  be  done  to  elevate  the  profession  before  the  public  which  has 
come  to  look  on  pharmacists  as  a  set  of  rascals— a  sort  of  necessary 
evil.  I  regret  that  some  of  our  newspapers  .should  have  allowed  them¬ 
selves  to  be  led  by  such  a  popular  prejudice  instead  of  finding  out  the 
truth  and  leading  the  people  aright.  On  the  other  hand,  however,  some 
of  the  papers  have  given  us  credit  for  our  efforts.  If  we  can  properly 
awaken  and  keep  alive  the  interest  of  the  people  in  us,  it  will  further 
stimulate  us  to  greater  action,  and  they  will  find  in  these  Associations  a 
public  boon. 

What  better  do  we  want,  or  can  we  have  to  oppose  the  nostrums  which 
are  flooding  our  country  at  the  present  time,  than  a  public  confidence  in 
reliable  pharmacy  ?  It  is  such  a  confidence  we  want  to  give,  and  we  can 
best  do  it  by  interesting  the  public  in  our  meetings.  But  we  do  more  than 
exert  a  local  influence  ;  there  are  yearly  going  out  from  our  midst  scores  of 
young  men  to  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  I  venture  the  assertion  that  the 
better  feeling  which  is  growing  among  pharmacists  generally,  has  its  origin  in 
the  first  impress  which  is  made  on  the  student’s  mind,  largely  by  such  as¬ 
sociations  as  this,  as  he  enters  into  the  professional  world.  Instances  have 
been  known  of  societies  formed  among^  dru^'g’ists,  and  which  have  been 
perpetuated  for  their  future  welfare  and  good,  the  originators  of  which  have 
attributed  the  spirit  of  association  and  enterprise,  as  thus  manifested,  to  have 
originated  in  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Phar¬ 
macy.  I  have  referred  to  the  Association’s  success  during  the  past  year;  it 
may  not,  however,  seem  to  some  that  we  have  been  as  successful  in  our 
Quizzes  as  during  the  fo.niier  year,  but,  when  it  is  considered  that  the  stu¬ 
dent’s  time  has  been  more  limited,  owing  to  the  greater  taxation  on  him  by 
the  College,  it  has  been  almost  impossible  for  the  average  student  to  work, 
attend  to  his  college  duties,  and  partake  of  these  advantages  as  offered  by 
us.  Many  of  the  students  have  personally  expressed  their  deep  regret  that 
they  were  obliged  to  deny  themselves  of  this  recognized  advantage.  Were 
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it  not  for  this  difficulty  our  numbers  in  the  Senior  Class  would  have  doubled 
those  of  the  year  preceding.  As  it  was  we  had  a  very  respectable,  appre¬ 
ciative  and  easily  managed  class  of  44.  The  Junior  Class  was  larger  than 
that  of  the  preceding  year.  The  Class  in  Microscopy,  under  the  efficient 
management  of  Mr.  A.  P.  Brown,  was  participated  in  during  the  Spring  and 
Winter  courses  by  22  appreciative  pupils,  which  number  would  undoubt¬ 
edly  have  been  increased,  but  for  the  want  of  time  among  the  students  from 
other  duties. 

Having  at  heart  the  good  of  our  College  and  the  advance  of  the 
science  of  pharmacy,  and  knowing,  as  I  well  do,  the  importance  of  such 
advance,  and  the  almost  equal  importance  of  being  properly  prepared  for 
it,  may  I  not  suggest  to  the  Association  the  organization  of  a  Class  for 
Juniors,  prior  to  their  taking  their  first  lectures,  say  in  the  Spring  and 
Summer  ?  The  object  to  be,  not  so  much  their  instruction  in  Latin,  Geography, 
Mathematics,  etc.,  and  the  rudiments  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  but  to  show 
them  what  they  should  be  prepared  on  before  taking  their  first  course,  to 
enable  them  the  better  to  understand  it — and  this  to  be  undertaken  with 
the  hope  and  expectation  that  ere  long  the  College  will  require  such 
(.[ualifications  to  enter.  Such  a  course  would  serve  not  merely  as  a 
stimulus  and  guidance  to  those  unprepared,  but  would  serve  to  freshen 
the  memories  of  those  even  who  have  received  good  educations,  and 
would  enable  both  to  be  better  prepared.  The  wise  ones  are  now  begin¬ 
ning  to  see  the  importance  and  necessity  of  a  previous  good,  or  at  least 
fair  education,  in  order  to  properly  grasp  from  the  beginning  the  phar¬ 
macy  of  the  present  day.  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  refer  to  the  question  of 
opening  the  museum  and  library  of  the  College  so  as  to  make  themi  of 
practical  use,  and  I  suggest  that  this  Association  take  occasion  to  respect¬ 
fully  represent  to  the  College  board  the  importance  of  such  a  move.  I 
believe  that  by  having  the  museum  open  some  hours  every  day  and  every 
evening,  and  also  the  library,  and  having  the  latter  as  a  reading-room, 
Avhich  shall  contain  some  journals  and  magazines  other  than  those  de¬ 
voted  to  pharmacy,  and  then  making  every  student  and  pharmacist  in 
the  city — or  visitors — welcome,  that  the  College  would  gain  far  more  every 
year  than  the  trifle  it  would  cost.  An  intelligent  man  should  be  employed 
to  look  after  both.  There  should  be  provided  writing  material,  etc.  This 
would  remove  to  a  large  extent  the  prejudice  which  some  old  pharmacists 
(v/ho  never  went  through  college)  have  against  the  College,  owing  10  igno¬ 
rance  of  its  real  work,  and,  I  doubt  not  would  create  many  more  new 
friends.  I  recommend  to  future  classes  the  appointment,  besides  that  of 
valedictorian,  of  a  class-historian  at  the  beginning  of  each  Senior  course. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  in  the  recent  examinations  the  Alumni 
was  enabled  to  assist  the  Committee,  and  that  the  aid  was  appreciatively 
received. 

We  have  had  one  applicant  for  the  prize  in  Botanical  specimens. 
This  at  least  shows  that  some  interest  has  been  awakened  by  it,  and  I 
hope  and  recommend  that  it  will  continue  to  be  extended. 

I  would  remind  the  Association  that  it  is  near  the  completion  of 
its  twentieth  year  of  existence — one-fifth  of  a  century  !  I  recommend  that 
there  be  held,  during  the  year,  an  appropriate  celebration  of  the  event,  to 
include  a  pleasure  excursion  to  some  point  of  interest. 

Having  alluded  at  some  length  to  what  seem  to  me  to  be  points 
of  interest,  there  is  left  me  but  little  time  to  speak  of  the  work  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee,  but  I  may  say  that  we  are  much  indebted  to  it  for  its 
aid  at  the  Social  Meetings,  and  particularly  to  Dr.  A,  W.  Miller.  As  a 
whole,  the  hard  work  of  the  year  has  devolved  upon  a  few,  though  the 
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general  interest  has  increased,  and  I  hope  those  few  will  continue  their  hold, 
but  be  more  aided  in  the  future.  I  must  especially  thank  our  worthy  and 
active  Secretary,  who  has  always  been  present  at  all  meetings — active, 
social  or  committee — or  at  least  we  have  heard  from  him.  And  when  we 
consider  what  the  duties  of  retail  druggists  are,  then  look  at  his  duties  at 
the  College,  and  scan  his  valuable,  full  and  highly  satisfactory' reports,  which 
have  been  appreciated  almost  over  half  the  globe ;  we  must  say  we 
sympathize  with  him,  for  we  cannot  repay  him  with  thanks,  nor  do  we  by 
the  paltry  sum  we  give  him.  We  are  dependent  upon  him,  and  are  sorry 
we  are  obliged  to  task  him  so  heavily.  In  conclusion,  I  hope  all  feel  en¬ 
couraged  for  the  future  and  that  each  will  do  something  to  aid  the  Associa¬ 
tion  in  its  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  profession  of  pharmacy. 

The  Secretaiy  moved  that  the  President’s  address  be  received, 
filed  and  spread  upon  the  minutes,  and  that  a  Committee  of  Three 
be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  suggestion  contained 
therein.  Carried. 

The  Chair  appointed  Dr.  A.  W.  Miller,  \Vm.  C.  Bakes  and 
Henry  Trimble  as  the  Committee. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  he  had  received  communications

Also,  from  Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Stratton,  Bordentown,  X.  J.,  widow  of  our 
late  member,  James  Stratton,  announcing  to  the  Association  the  death  of 
her  husband  in  March,  1883,  which  the  Committee  on  Deceased  ]\Iembers 
would  fully  report. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Deceased  Members,  which,  on  motion,  was  received  and  filed,  and 
ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  next  Annual  Report.  (See  Obitu¬ 
aries.) 

The  Secretary^  then  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Two, 
upon  the  Prize  offered  by  the  Association  for  the  best  botanical 
collection  : —

We,  the  undersigned,  beg  leave  herewith  to  present  our  report  on  the 
application  for  the  Botanical  prize  offered  by  the  Association.

medicinal  plants,  and  while  the  applicant  is  to  be  commended  for  the  indus¬ 
try  manifested  by  his  collection,  nevertheless,  your  Committee  is  constrained 
to  report  adversely  to  the  application,  as,  in  their  opinion,  the  collection  does 
not  answer  the  requirements  of  the  offer  made  by  the  Association.

Philadelphia,  March  17th,  1884. 

The  Twentieth  Annual  Reception  to  the  Sixty-third  Gradu¬ 
ating  Class  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy  was  held 
this  evening,  in  the  second  story  lecture-room  of  the  College. 
The  hall  was  crowded  with  the  members  of  the  Graduating  Class, 
their  lady  friends,  members  of  the  Alumni,  and  friends  of  our 
time-honored  College. 

The  President,  Lucius  E.  Sayre,  Ph.  G.,  called  the  meeting 
to  order  at  half-past  seven  P.  M.,  with  the  following  introductoiy 
remarks  i-- 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  ; 

It  is  my  duty  as  President  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  College  of  Pharmacy — and  I  feel  it  to  be  a  pleasure  and  honor  to 
welcome  you  this  evening  to  its  Twentieth  Annual  Reception,  to  those  who 
will  in  two  or  three  days  be  publicly  declared  Graduates  in  Pharmacy  and 
who  are  now  to  be  a.dmitted  as  fellow  members.  This  is  more  than  a  Re¬ 
ception,  however,  for  we  propose  to-night,  as  usual,  to  show  that  the  Alumni 
Association  recognizes  the  superior  diligence  and  ability,  as  exhibited  at 
both  the  Senior  and  Junior  examinations,  by  awarding  proper  prizes  to  those 
whose  averages  proved  them  to  be  the  most  worthy  of  them.  It  is  but 
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right  that  they  should  be  thus  conferred  in  public  and  in  the  presence  of 
the  students,  relatives,  and  friends.  This  occasion  and  this  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Alumni  Association  will  not  only  make  it  an  event  long  to  be  re¬ 
membered  by  them,  but  will  repay  them  for  their  struggles  towards  the 
goal  which  they  have  now  reached. 

The  President  then  requested  the  Secretary  to  call  the  roll  of 
the  Graduating  Class,  which  numbered  149  members  ;  and  as  the 
names  of  those  who  were  well  known,  or  had  passed  a  very  suc¬ 
cessful  examination  were  announced,  the  Secretary  was  frequently 
interrupted  by  the  applause  of  those  present. 

The  President  then  announced  that  the  Secretary  would  call 
the  roll  of  those  who  had  become  active  members  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  during  the  year  by  taking  out  certificates  of  membership, 
and  as  the  names  of  the  95  were  read,  they  were  requested  to 
come  forward  and  occupy  positions  in  front  of  the  President  and 
officers  of  the  Association. 

The  President  then  presented  them  with  the  certificate  of 
membership,  with  the  following  remarks  : — 

As  President  of  the  Alumni  Association,  it  is  now  my  pleasant  duty  to 
welcome  you  into  membership  in  this  Association. 

After  the  certificate  had  been  passed  to  each  individual 
of  the  two  detachments  of  members  called,  they  were  directed 
to  resume  their  seats,  and  the  President  further  addressed  them, 
saying : — 

In  thus  receiving  you  into  the  membership  of  the  Association  it  is 
giving  you  what  is,  if  you  appreciate  it  properly,  of  considerable  value,  it 
is  itself  an  evidence  of  the  acquirement  of  certain  qualifications  which  you 
have  looked  forward  to  with  longing  eyes,  during  the  tedious  labors  of  the 
past  four  years,  as  such  it  is  next  to  the  diploma  of  the  College  itself,  for 
until  you  are  worthy  of  the  latter  you  cannot  obtain  the  former.  Do  not 
forget  the  Association  wants  your  confidence,  and  deserves  it,  as  also  your 
support,  for  it  aims  to'aid  not  only  the  student  attending  lectures,  but  also 
those  who  are  through — not  through  with  study,  but  through  with  the  College 
Course. 

On  behalf  of  the  Association,  I  heartily  wish  you  success  in  business 
and  in  the  further  pursuit  of  your  studies,  for  I  do  not  want  you  to  forget 
that  however  much  you  have  already  accomplished,  you  have  only  laid 
the  foundation  of  other  knowledge,  and  to  be  truly  successful  or  to  make 
yourself  a  name  in  the  profession,  you  must  continue  the  study  and  keep  up 
in  the  advances  of  science.  The  College  has  truly  given  you  a  grand,  solid 
foundation,  it  remains  for  you  to  build  upon  it. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  since  the  year  1871,  our  Association  has  yearly 
awarded  a  gold  medal  to  the  student  receiving  the  highest  general  average. 
The  successful  one  this  year  is  John  Charles  Falk,  of  St.  Genevieve,  Mo. 

Mr.  Falk  then  advanced  in  front  of  the  President’s  chair 
amid  the  applause  of  the  audience,  and  the  President  addressed 
him  as  follows  : — 
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I  have  great  pleasure  on  behalf  of  the  Alumni  Association  in  present¬ 
ing  to  you  this  gold  medal.  It  is  a  valuable  testimonial  to  you  now,  and 
will  be  through  life.  It  is  also  a  memento  which  we  would  have  vou  carrv 
as  a  token  of  this  important  event,  being  the  greatest  honor  our  Association 
confers  upon  a  graduate  of  this  College,  who  having  attained  the  highest 
general  average  of  your  Class.  When  the  members  with  whom  you  have 
had  to  contend  are  considered,  this  prize  becomes  to  you  an  e.xpression  of 
no  mean  significance.  Being  thus  placed  upon  record  in  our  Association,  and 
made  one  with  its  founders,  you  are  also  extended  our  hearty  congratulations 
and  earnest  wishes  for  your  future  prosperity. 

Mr.  Falk  replied,  after  receiving  the  medal,  as  follows  : — 

For  this  distinctive  honor  I  extend  to  you,  IMr.  President,  and  to  the 
Alumni,  my  sincere  thanks,  and  trust  that  with  this  constant  and  valued  re¬ 
minder  in  my  possession,  I  shall  never  give  the  students’  great  friend,  the 
Alumni  Association  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy,  cause  to  regret 
for  having  thus  distinguished  one  of  its  members. 

The  President  then  introduced  the  Orator  for  this  occasion, 
]Mr.  Robert  H.  Yansant,  Ph.  G.,  Class  of  1879,  who  was  elected 
at  the  Annual  ^Meeting  of  1883  to  deliver  the  annual  address,  as 
follows  : — 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

I  now  have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you  one,  I  may  well  say, 
of  our  own  number.  We  have  had  in  former  days  gentlemen  to  address 
us  who  have  been  graduates  of  many  years  standing ;  but  this 
year,  like  that  of  last,  we  have  one  we  might  say  “  from  the  ranks,”  and 
I  recall  the  pleasant  times  that  many  of  us  had  with  the  President  of  the 
Zeta  Phi  Society,  Class  of  1879  ^he  formation  of  the  Zeta  Phi  Alpha 
Society),  who  will  deliver  the  address  this  evening. 

I  now  introduce  Robert  Hays  Vansant,  Ph.  G.  of  Trenton,  X.  J.,  Class 
of  1879. 

]\Ir.  Vansant  then  arose  and  addressed  the  audience  as  follows  : 

IMr.  President,  Members  of  the  Graduating  Class  : 

On  behalf  of  the  Alumni  Association,  I  extend  to  vou  our  heartv  con- 
gratulations  on  the  completion  of  your  course  of  study  in  these  time-honored 
halls,  and  invite  you  to  active  membership  in  our  Association  which  to-night 
celebrates  its  twentieth  anniversary*. 

During  the  course  through  which  you  have  passed,  you  have  been 
guided  by  careful  and  able  hands.  The  position  which  you  occupy  this 
evening  assures  us  that  the  labors  of  your  worthy  professors  have  been 
carefully  regarded. 

The  degree  which  is  about  to  be  conferred  upon  you  is  not  a  meaning¬ 
less  one  ;  it  represents  to  the  world  that  persevering  effort,  careful  study,  and 
close  application  have  not  been  spared  in  its  acquirement;  and,  coming  as 
it  does,  from  the  Mother  of  all  the  Colleges  of  Pharmacy,  it  is  at  once  a 
passport  to  a  respectable  standing  in  your  chosen  work. 

There  are  certainly  many  reasons  which  call  for  our  congratulations 
and  good  wishes,  and  while  you  are  now  enjoying  the  pleasures  belonging 
to  this  portion  of  the  college  course,  I  ask  your  consideration  of  a  few 
thoughts  upon 
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LABOR  AS  AN  ESSENTIAL  TO  SUCCESS'. 

The  lamented  Garfield  said  : — “  In  order  to  have  any  success  in  life, 
any  worthy  success,  you  must  resolve  to  carry  into  your  work  a  fullness  of 
knowledge — not  merely  a  sufficiency,  but  more  than  a  sufficiency.” 

Pharmacists  are  not  only  professional  men,  by  virtue  of  the  knowledge 
they  are  obliged  to  acquire,  but  also  business  men,  as  they  are  engaged  con¬ 
tinually  in  mercantile  transactions,  mingle  among  business  men,  and  buy 
and  sell  for  gain. 

Success  in  this  dual  occupation  is  reached  by  the  application  of  the 
same  general  principles  which  lead  the  affairs  of  the  professional  or  busi¬ 
ness  man  to  a  prosperous  termination. 

The  young  man  who  takes  up  a  professional  career  determined  to  fight 
for  and  obtain  the  recognition  of  his  fellow-men,  is  the  man  who  puts  forth 
all  his  energies  to  obtain  the  knowledge  which  will  enable  him  to  solve  the 
intricate  problems  of  his  art  not  only  to  his  satisfaction,  but  to  all  who  may 
be  benefited  by  his  work.  He  re^zes  the  fact  that  these  results  are  not  to 
be  reached  in  a  limited  period,  but  he  does  not  tire  of  his  work,  because  the 
farther  he  proceeds  in  his  investigations  the  more  he  appreciates  the  beauties 
of  his  surroundings. 

The  young  physician,  starting  out  with  nothing  but  the  knowledge  he 
has  gained  from  his  medical  course,  must  not  sit  down  satisfied  with  what  he 
has  secured  ;  he  must  not  only  employ  the  principles  with  which  he  is  already 
familiar,  but  his  mental  scalpel  must  continue  its  dissection  if  he  would  out¬ 
strip  or  even  keep  pace  with  his  professional  brethren. 

Our  profession  is  one  of  continual  progression,  and  never  before  in  its 
history  was  competition  so  fierce  as  now  ;  never  did  success,  even  in  a  mod¬ 
erate  degree,  depend  so  entirely  upon  a  united  physical  and  intellectual 
effort  as  in  this  latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century, 

Carlyle  truly  says,  ”  The  race  of  life  has  become  intense,  the  runners 
are  treading  upon  each  other’s  heels  ;  woe  be  to  him  who  stops  to  tie  his  shoe¬ 
strings.” 

There  are  no  stopping  places  on  the  road  to  success  for  the  pro¬ 
fessional  man,  he  must  from  the  very  nature  of  his  work  be  on  the  ad¬ 
vance,  whether  he  proposes  and  substantiates  new  theories  or  adopts  or 
disapproves  those  of  his  co-laburers. 

The  study  of  pharmacy  offers  an  almost  limitless  field  for  investigation 
and  research,  and  composed  as  it  is  of  several  distinct  sciences,  the 
student  can  certainly  never  complain  of  a  lack  of  material  to  draw  upon. 

He  can  look  into  the  vegetable  kingdom,  consider  the  external  form 
of  plants,  their  minute  anatomical  structure,  and  the  office  which  they 
perform. 

He  can  examine  a  plant  in  its  first  state  of  development,  when  it 
appears  as  a  single  cell ;  and  follow  it  through  all  its  stages  of  growth 
until  it  reaches  completion. 

Botany  takes  a  comprehensive  view  of  all  the  plants  which  cover  the 
earth,  from  the  minutest  lichen  only  visible  by  means  of  the  microscope  to 
the  most  gigantic  productions  of  the  tropics. 

It  marks  the  relations  which  subsist  between  all  members  of  the 
vegetable  world  and  traces  the  mode  in  which  the  most  despised  Aveeds 
contribute  to  the  growth  of  the  mighty  denizens  of  the  forest. 

By  the  study  of  that  wonderful  science,  chemistry,  we  learn  of  the 
laws  which  regulate  the  combination  of  the  elements  with  one  another,  and  to 
which  their  compounds  are  subject  in  their  mutual  actions.  We  certainly 
have  as  examples  worthy  of  imitation,  the  labors  of  those  illustrious  men. 
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many  of  them  pharmacists,  who,  by  their  achiev^ements,  have  raised  the 
science  of  chemistry  to  the  high  position  it  occupies  at  the  present  time. 

Gentlemen,  you  are  expected  to  apply  the  knowledge  you  have  gained 
by  your  studies. 

‘  It  is  to  a  large  extent  your  capital  for  future  work. 

Do  everything  you  can  to  increase  it,  and  in  order  to  keep  pace 
with  the  present  progressive  age  of  science,  it  will  be  necessary  for  you 
to  be  students  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word.  Some  young  men  are  easily 
discouraged  when  starting  out  in  the  pharmaceutical  world,  they  see 
others  about  them,  more  talented  men,  more  studious  men,  accomplish¬ 
ing  results  which  make  them  a  reputation  for  ability.  They  say,  “oh, 
I  can  never  reach  that  point,”  “  I  don’t  care  for  study,”  or  “  I  haven’t 
a  talent  for  that  kind  of  work.” 

A  young  man  does  not  know  his  powers,  whether  he  is  capable  of 
^reat  or  only  little  things  until  he  has  tested  hvnself  by  actual  trial. 

He  should  put  forth  all  his  strength  and  not  concern  himself  as  to 

Avhether  he  has  genius  or  not,  then  “if  he  has  great  talents,  industry  will 

improve  them  ;  if  he  has  but  moderate  abilities,  industry  will  supply  the  de- 

ficiencv.” 

✓ 

The  unwearied  plodder  stands  to-day  in  advance  of  the  idle  but  gifted 
genius,  and  many  in  these  days  are  realizing  the  truth  of  the  fable  of  the 
tortoise  and  the  hare. 

The  temple  of  fame  rises  surely,  though  it  may  be  slowly,  under  the 
hand  of  industrv,  while  wit  and  talent  stand  among  the  gathered  materials 
for  the  structure,  and  all  the  while  hardly  put  one  stone  upon  the  other. 
Young  men  need  not  so  much  talent,  but  purpose  ;  not  the  power  to  achieve, 
but  the  will  to  labor. 

A  great  man  has  said  “  If  the  ability  to  do  hard  work  is  not  talent, 
it  is  the  best  possible  substitute  for  it.” 

Naturally,  it  is  an  hour  of  pride  and  pleasure  when  a  young  man  steps 
into  the  business  arena  of  life.  The  true  man  feels  that  within  him  are 
grand  possibilities;  on  every  hand  are  noble  examples  of  high  attainments, 
gained  by  heroic  effort,  and  as  he  glances  along  the  line  where  stand  the 
men  of  wealth  and  honor,  his  soul  is  fired  with  a  laudable  ambition  that  in 
the  years  to  come  he  will  stand  in  the  front  rank  of  honor. 

Gentlemen,  shall  we  pause  for  a  moment,  and,  withdrawing  our  gaze 
from  the  proud  and  honorable  position  which  the  future  may  have  in  store, 
reflect  on  what  lies  between  the  brave  determined  heart  and  the  goal  of  its 
ambition  ? 

We  will  not  excite  fears,  nor  cast  a  shadow  of  doubt  on  the  subject  of 
absolute  success  that  takes  possession  of  him  whose  whole  being  is  en¬ 
wrapped  in  his  future  achievements  ;  nor  would  we  have  him  move  forward 
in  the  great  struggle,  without  fully  realizing  that  the  pathway  to  the  golden 
citadel  is  one  in  which  true  courage  and  moral  heroism  are  taxed  to  the 
utmost. 

He  who  expects  to  walk  in  flowery  paths  of  ease  from  the  halls  of 
college  to  a  position  of  eminence,  will  soon  find  he  has  wholly  misconceived 
the  way  and  the  cost  of  true  greatness. 

The  flowers  that  bloom  in  perennial  beauty  are  found  on  the  pinnacle 
of  fame,  while  none  but  the  most  hardy  blossoms  are  found  in  the  pathway 
leading  thereto,  and  no  hand  but  the  most  resolute  can  hope  to  pluck  them  ; 
and  yet  to  him  who  girds  on  his  armor  with  a  determination  to  'wiji,  though 
it  costs  him  of  self-denial  and  hard  mental  and  manual  labor,  who 

recognizes  in  the  outset  that  true  honor  and  a  truly  honorable  position  are  to 
be  achieved,  will  find  many  a  spot  along  the  rugged  march  which  to  him  will 
be  replete  with  that  pleasure  which  comes  only  to  the  conqueror’s  heart.

ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 


Let  there  be  no  misunderstanding  ;  let  us  be  frank  and  plain.  We 
most  emphatically  say  to  this  class,  there  is  but  one  sure,  true  way  to  suc¬ 
cess — it  is  honest,  honorable,  patient,  persistent,  personal  labor  all  the  way 
from  the  college  hall  to  the  proud  eminence  on  which  you  wish  to  stand. 

On  this  thought  and  theory  let  your  hopes  be  built,  and  you  will  not  be 
disappointed ;  on  any  other  plan  there  will  be  a  miserable  failure. 

One  of  the  most  common  errors  into  which  a  young  man  falls  is  the 
idea  that  success  seeks  the  individual  while  he  supinely  awaits  its  approach. 
The  reverse  is  true  ;  the  man  who  gains  success  is  the  man  who  goes  out 
after  The  man  who  f  tans  for  it,  the  man  who  is  vigilant,  the  man  who 
watches  and  does  not  weary  in  watching,  who  trains  himself  to  discover 
success,  though  it  is  obscured  by  an  undergrowth  of  difficulties,  the  man 
who  recognizes  it,  though  entrenched  behind  strong  obstacles,  and  the  man 
with  a  take-off-your-coat-and  go-at-it-iveness  that  wins  under  any  and  all 
circumstances. 

Such  a  man  can  never  fail  ;  to  him  new  enterprises  and  new 
avenues  are  opening  continually  on  every  hand ;  what  to  the  ordinary 
man  seems  impracticable  because  of  difficulties,  to  him  is  an  open  field  and 
an  easy  and  profitable  victory.  What  to  the  indolent  man’s  mind  seems  a 
mountain  of  toil,  to  the  active  worker  is  but  a  pastime  and  pleasure. 

Not  that  the  earnest  laborer  is  without  trials,  his  pathway  is  filled  with 
them,  he  succeeds,  because  he  overcomes  them. 

Upon  him  in  double  fury  sorfretimes  bursts  the  ills  and  perplexities  of 
life,  but  he  struggles  on  with  that  heroic  determination  that  takes  away  the 
bitterness  and  substitutes  only  the  joys  ;  when  troubles  come,  he  meets  them  ; 

.  when  pleasures  visit  him  for  an  hour,  he  gives  them  a  hearty  welcome  ;  and 
when  the  burdens  grow  heavy,  and  the  hands  become  tired,  he  summons 
,  fresh  energy  and  moves  on  to  conquer. 

He  is  the  man  who  in  the  future  will  bear  the  “  excelsior  banner  ” 
to  that  high  social  and  professional  stand-point  toward  which  so  many 
thoughts  are  now  directed.  He  is  the  man  ivho  will  stand  on  the  lofty  ele¬ 
vation  where  his  own  efforts  have  borne  him,  and  in  the  clear  sunlight 
of  prosperity,  and  fame  well  earned,  will  gaze  upon  the  dark  storm  clouds  of 
adversity  that  have  swept  over  him  and  there  behold  the  bright,  beautiful 
bow  of  promise,  painted  by  the  hand  of  Providence,  radiant  with  the  smile 
of  his  Creator  welcoming  him  to  the  home  of  true  nobility  won  and  merited 
hy  patient,  earnest,  honest,  persistent,  digmfed  lihoor. 

After  Mr.  Vansant  had  delivered  his  oration,  which  was  very 
attentively  listened  to,  the  President  announced  that  we  now  had 
the  pleasure  of  awarding  six  certificates  for  the  special  branches 
of  Materia  Medica,  Pharmacy,  Chemistry,  Pharmaceutical  Manipu¬ 
lations,  Analytical  Chemistry,  and  General  Pharmacy. 

The  first  of  these,  the  Certificate  for  Materia  Medica,  has  been 
awarded  to  Mr.  Harlan  Page  Pettigrew,  of  Sioux  Falls,  Dakota. 
Unfortunately,  however,  he  has  been  called  away  from  the  city, 
to  his  distant  home,  and  we  are  obliged  to  ask  Mr.  James  Arthur 
Pool,  of  the  Graduating  Class,  to  receive  this  certificate  for  this 
gentleman. 

He  then  invited  Mr.  Pool  to  come  forward,  and  requested 
Dr.  Charles  A.  Weidemann,  of  the  Class  of  1867,  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent-elect  of  the  Association,  to  present  the  certificate.  Dr. 
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Weidemann  ^then  awarded  the  certificate,  with  the  following 
remarks  : 

On  behalf  of  the  Alumni  Association,  Mr.  Pool,  I  present  this  prize 
through  you  to  Mr.  Pettigrew.  He  having  attended  the  lectures  faithfully 
during  the  past  two  years  and  having  passed  the  examination  of  the  Junior 
Course  very  satisfactorily  and  also  the  recent  examinations  of  this  present 
course.  To  all  of  us  this  was  an  evidence  that  he  has  faithfully  employed 
his  time  and  it  gives  us  pleasure  to  predict  for  such  a  man  greater  suc¬ 
cess  in  the  future.  On  behalf,  then,  as  I  say,  of  the  Association,  accept  this 
certificate  for  him  with  our  most  hearty  and  sincere  wishes  for  continued 
success. 

I\Ir.  Pool  replied  as  followe  r 

On  behalf  of  Mr.  Pettigrew,  whose  absence  on  this  occasion  is  un¬ 
avoidable,  I  accept  this  certificate  for  him,  and  I  beg  of  you  for  him  to  accept 
sincerely  our  most  heart-felt  thanks. 

The  President  then  stated  that  the  Prize  Certificate  on  Phar¬ 
macy  had  been  awarded  to  Harr}^  Clifford  Cook,  of  Columbus, 
Ohio,  he  having  received  the  highest  average  on  that  branch,  and 
invited  Mr.  Wallace  Procter,  Ph.  G.,  Class  of  1872,  and  a  Trustee 
of  the  College,  to  make  the  award. 

Mr.  Cook  came  forward,  and  Mr.*  Procter  addressed  him  as 
follows  : 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  have  undertaken  to  deliver  to  you  this 
award  for  proficiency  in  pharmacy.  In  other  words,  you  have  attained 
the  highest  average  in  that  branch  in  your  examinations  conducted  by 
the  Professors  and  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  whose  questions 
embrace  in  that  branch  of  the  curriculum,  practical  as  well  as  theoretical, 
and  I  trust  the  seeds  sown  by  your  professors  in  the  last  five  months 
may  increase  in  geometrical  ratio,  and  that  the  promise  you  have  given 
will  be  an  earnest  of  your  success.  You  have  our  best  wishes  for 
your  future  success  and  prosperity,  and  tlm  warmest  congratulation  of 
the  members  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of 
Pharmacy. 

Mr.  Cook  replied  as  follows : 

I  return  to  you  my  sincere  thanks,  and  shall  always  try  to  do  all  in  my 
power  to  assist  in  the  progress  of  pharmacy,  and  so  to  be  worthy  of  the 
honor  you  have  just  conferred  upon  me. 

The  President  then  invited  Louis  Genois,  Ph.  G.,  Class  of 
1881,  to  present  the  Certificate  for  Proficiency  on  Chemistry  to 
Mr.  Frank  Gibbs  Ryan,  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  he  being  the  successful 
student  upon  that  important  branch,  having  received  the  highest 
average.  Mr.  Ryan  now  advanced  in  front  of  the  President,  and 
Mr.  Genois  arose  and  addressed  him  as  follows  : 
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To  the  victor  belongs  the  spoils.  From  time  immemorial  it  has  been  the 
custom  to  award  the  glory  to  heroes,  and  to-night  we  award  the  glory 
to  scientific  heroes.  By  direction  of  our  worthy  President  I  present  to 
you  to-night  this  certificate  of  the  award  of  merit,  you  having  attained 
the  highest  average  in  the  examination  of  chemistry  that  occurred  last 
week.  That  you  deserved  this  high  honor  I  am  perfectly  satisfied,  for, 
being  personally  acquainted  and  familiar  with  a  number  of  your  com¬ 
petitors,  and  knowing  their  calibre  and  ability,  I  know  you  must  have 
done  well  indeed  to  have  earned  this.  Accept  this  with  our  most  hearty 
congratulations  and  best  wishes  as  pharmacists  and  alumnists  of  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy. 

Mr.  Ryan  replied  as  follows  : 

I  accept  this,  and  in  return  would  say  that  I  shall  consider  this  as  a 
great  honor,  and  I  hope  that  it  will  prove  to  me  an  incentive  to  still 
pursue  the  course  of  study  in  the  branch  for  which  it  is  given,  and  that 
I  may  long  remember  the  time  that  I  received  it.  I  return  my  hearty 
thanks  for  the  certificate  and  shall  try  to  continue  to  merit  it.  (Applause.) 

The  President  announced  that  Henry  Charles  Plenge,  of 
Charleston,  S.  C.,  had  been  deemed  worthy  of  the  high  honor  of 
having  the  Certificate  of  General  Pharmacy  presented  to  him,  he 
receiving  the  highest  average  from  the  committee  upon  the  ex¬ 
aminations  on  that  branch,  and  requested  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Jenks,  Ph.  G., 
Class  of  1842,  and  Secretary  of  the  College,  to  make  the  presen¬ 
tation.  Mr.  Plenge  advanced  in  front  of  the  station  of  Mr.  Jenks, 
who  arose  and  made  the  following  remarks  : 

Mr.  Plenge  : 

The  President  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  this  College,  has  re¬ 
quested  me  to  present  to  you  a  Certificate  of  ProJicie7icy  as  a  reward 
for  the  success  which  has  attended  your  examination  under  the  auspices 
of  a  Co7mnittee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  After  a  full  and 
impartial  investigation,  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  who  had  charge 
of  your  papers  was,  that  you  had  merited  the  distinction  of  being  Jii^st  in 
that  department.  It  is  no  small  honor,  I  can  assure  you,  to  be  ranked 
as  the  first  student  among  so  many  of  your  Class  who  have  striven  for 
that  honor.  I  trust,  therefore,  that  in  accepting  this  certificate,  you  will  feel 
the  importance  of  continuing  your  studies  in  the  various  departments  of 
pharmaceutical  science  in  which  you  have  devoted  your  time  thus  far  so 
profitably  and  successfully,  and  that  when  you  assume  the  duties  which  per¬ 
tain  to  an  active  business  life  you  will  not  forget  your  Alma  Mater. 

I,  therefore,  in  the  name  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  by  the  direction  of  the  President, 
confer  upon  you  this  special  Certificate  of  Proficiency  in  the  department 
of  General  Pharmacy. 

The  President  stated  that  it  was  with  great  pleasure  that  he 
announced  that  the  award  for  the  one  receiving  the  highest  aver¬ 
age  on  Operative  Pharmacy  would  be  bestowed  upon  Miss  Grace 
Lee  Babb,  of  Eastport,  Me.,  the  second  lady  graduate  of  this

College,  and  invited  her  to  come  forward,  and  requested  Mr.  Jos. 
L.  Lemberger,  Ph.  G.,  Class  of  1854,  of  Lebanon,  Pa.,  to 
present  it  to  her. 

Mr.  Lemberger,  in  presenting  the  Prize  Certificate  of  Award 
for  Operative  Pharmacy,  .spoke  as  follows  : 

Mr.  President  : 

The  pleasure  we  have  in  mingling  together  to-night  with  this  class  in 
their  festivities  is  equaled  only  by  the  fact  that  one  of  the  fair  sex  is  to  be 
the  recipient  of  one  of  the  honors  we  have  to  award.  This  theme  is  sug¬ 
gestive  of  extended  remarks,  but  this  is  not  the  proper  time,  nor  is  it  my 
province,  as  I  read  the  invitation,  to  make  a  long  speech.  Miss  Grace  Lee 
Babb,  you  have  been  found  among  your  peers  the  most  proficient  in  Operative 
Pharmacy,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  we  congratulate  you  upon  carrying 
off  this  trophy  of  your  skill.  We  are  reminded  of  a  similar  occasion  not 
very  long  ago,  when,  as  a  Junior  student  of  your  Class,  you  had  the  same 
high  honor.  In  presenting  this  certificate,  we  feel  sure  that  you  will  prize  it, 
as  you  are  justly  entitled  to  do,  and  in ‘whatever  sphere  you  may  be  called, 
whether  in  the  laboratory,  in  the  otfice,  behind  the  drug-store  counter,  in 
your  own  home,  or  in  your  own  household,  may  it  be  the  means  of  prompting 
you  to  more  perseverance  in  well-doing ;  combined  with  earnest  effort  to  do 
what  you  do  well ;  may  it  bring  you  much  joy,  and  much  pleasure,  comfort 
and  happiness.  Accept  this  certificate,  and  with  it  the  pleasant  recollec¬ 
tions,  and  may  those  pleasant  recollections  always  be  with  you. 

Miss  Babb  accepted  the  certificate,  and  bowed  her  acknowl¬ 
edgment  for  the  honor  conferred,  and  retired  gracefully"  to  her 
seat  amid  the  applause  of  the  audience. 

As  the  College  had  required  an  examination  on  Analytical 
Chemistry  for  the  first  time  this  year,  the  Alumni  Association  had 
deemed  it  advisable  to  issue  a  prize  certificate  upon  that  branch, 
and  the  President  stated  that  William  Lincoln  Cliffe,  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  had  been  the  successful  competitor,  and  invited  him  to  come 
forward,  when  Mr.  Charles  Bullock,  Ph.  G.,  Class  1847,  and  one 
of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the  College,  would  ptesent  him  with  the 
certificate. 

Mr.  Bullock  spoke  as  follows  : 

Mr.  Cliffe  : 

In  having  this  Certificate  handed  to  me  for  presentation  to  you,  I 
am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  it  is  the  first  one  ever  issued  for 
excellence  in  the  performance  of  Analytical  Chemistry.  Shortly  after 
the  College  moved  into  this  building,  the  Alumni  Association,  who  have 
ever  taken  an  active  interest  in  whatever  belonged  to  the  advancement 
of  the  interest  of  the  students  of  this  College,  furnished  means  whereby 
the  College  could  give  instructions  in  practical  chemistry,  and  this  depart¬ 
ment  of  study  has  now  grown  to  such  importance  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  College  have  deemed  it  advisable,  after  years  of  long  and 
careful  consideration,  to  make  an  examination  in  that  department  compul¬ 
sory,  lor  obtaining  the  Diploma  of  this  College.  1  think  that  no  one  can 
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doubt  that  the  decision  is  a  proper  one.  A  person  may  understand  the  dif¬ 
ferent  tools,  may  be  able  to  call  them  by  their  proper  names,  but  without 
he  understands  how  to  make  use  of  them  he  can  never  apply  them  suc¬ 
cessfully.  In  the  possession  of  the  art  in  which  you  have  obtained  an 
excellence,  you  will  not  only  have  capital  in  your  business,  but  a  fund 
which  may  afford  you  unceasing  pleasure  in  the  pursuit  of  what  other¬ 
wise  might  become  irksome  in  the  path  of  your  duty.  In  taking  this 
Certificate  then,  I  hope  you  will  find  in  knot  only  the  gratification  in  having 
earned  it,  but  that  you  will  find  it  will  instigate  you  to  the  pursuit  of  that 
branch  of  study  which  shall  open  to  you  a  never  failing  success,  and  will 
interest  you  in  your  daily  routine.  Accept  it,  then,  with  the  best  wishes 
of  the  Alumni  Association. 

Mr.  Cliffe  replied  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  : 

I  thank  you,  and  I  wish  to  say  in  return  that  I  hope  Mr.  Bullock’s 
words  may  be  verified. 

0 

The  President  then  requested  the  recipients  of  the  various 
prize  certificates  to  return  them  to  the  Secretary,  in  order  that  the 
proper  signatures  of  the  officers  might  be  attached. 

He  also  stated  that  there  were  other  students  in  the  Gradu¬ 
ating  Class  who  had  attained  a  high  average  as  Meritorious  and 
Distinguished  in  the  recent  examinations,  and  it  was  our  custom 
formerly  to  announce  their  names  here  ;  but  it  had  been  deemed 
best  that  the  announcement  of  them  should  be  deferred  until  the 
Commencement  Day  by  the  College. 

The  President  then  introduced  the  Valedictorian  of  the  Class, 
as  follows  : 

I  now  have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you,  Wm,  Hubbell  Gano, 
Jr.,  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  who  was  selected  by  the  Zeta  Phi  Society,  as 
the  Valedictorian  of  the  Graduating  Class. 

Mr.  Gano  came  forward,  and  delivered  his  address  as  follows  : 

If  legitimate  success  in  any  business  or  profession  is  only  attained  by 
a  strict  adherence  to  the  principles  of  rectitude,  it  naturally  follows  that  any 
deviation  from  the  straight  path  brings  its  own  punishment. 

There  can  be  no  straight  path,  unless  there  be  a  guide  of  some  kind  ; 
to  the  mariner  it  is  the  compass,  to  the  merchant  it  is  the  state  of  the  mar¬ 
ket,  and  to  the  pharmacist  it  is  a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  profession  and 
honesty  in  his  attention  thereto.  Only  those  who,  by  constant  application 
and  special  aptitude,  have  won  public  confidence,  need  hope  to  be  even 
moderately  successful,  for  aught  that  has  the  flavor  of  dishonesty  or  incom¬ 
petency  about  it  cannot  stand  the  test  of  public  scrutiny.  The  success¬ 
ful  pharmacist  is  the  best  argument  that  can  be  adduced  to  prove  the  wisdom 
and  the  necessity  of  pharmaceutical  education.  It  becomes  necessary  then 
to  have  an  ideal,  a  fixed  standard,  by  which  one  may  shape  his  course,  or 
he  will  soon  find  himself  running  after  strange  gods.  It  is  an  exceedingly 
easy  thing  to  go  down  hill,  but  it  taxes  lung  power  and  muscular  power  to 
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go  up.  Then,  to  thoroughly  understand  one’s  profession,  and  to  be  careful 
as  to  the  honesty  with  which  its  details  are  executed,  is,  even  as  a  matter  of 
policy,  of  the  first  importance.  It  is  hardly  our  province  to  speak  of  the 
little  cheats  and  petty  deceptions  to  which  some  pharmacists  descend,  but 
that  there  are  dealers  in  drugs  who  neither  know  nor  seem  to  care  about  the 
quality  of  the  medicines  they  dispense,  goes  without  saying.  We  believe 
this  class  is  neither  numerous  nor  increasing.  Each  successive  year  shows 
a  larger  attendance  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Colleges,  and  from  none  of  these 
are  incompetent  students  likely  to  be  graduated.  Where  competition  is 
slight,  as  in  small  towns  and  thinly-settled  neighborhoods,  the  unqualified 
druggist  is  most  likely  to  flourish,  but  where  a  more  competent  man  com¬ 
petes  with  him  for  the  patronage  of  the  field,  the  latter  is  pretty  sure,  eventu¬ 
ally,  to  win,  and  this  process  will,  nay,  must,  in  time,  secure  “the  survival 
of  the  fittest.’’ 

There  is  much  to  be  learned  with  the  facilities  at  hand  in  every 
pharmacy  when  one  chooses  to  make  the  best  use  of  his  opportunities. 
But  however  careful  he  may  have  applied  himself,  whoever  substitutes 
this  for  a  course  in  a  recognized  College  of  Pharmacy,  loses  irredeemably 
by  the  exchange.  No,  nothing  can  compensate  one  for  the  loss  of  the 
pleasant  associations  here  experienced,  the  friendly  rivalry,  the  good- 
natured  competition,  the  friendships  formed,  the  victories  won,  and  above 
all,  the  theoretical  and  practical  knowledge  acquired.  We  would  not,  if 
we  could,  exchange  these  memories  for  aught  beside,  but  in  the  ebb  and 
flow  of  the  human  tide,  in  the  unceasing  mutability  of  all  things  mundane, 
we  are  called  upon  to  relinquish  the  pleasant  occupations  and  duties  that 
have  held  us  for  the  last  two  years,  and  feeling  the  mantel  of  puerility 
slip  from  our  shoulders,  step  forth  with  whatever  courage  we  may,  to 
face  the  stern  realities  of  life. 

It  is  difficult  to  imagine  that  the  lecture-room  and  the  laboratory,  the 
note-book  and  the  midnight  oil  will  soon  be  for  us — as  students  of  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy—things  of  the  past. 

It  is  difficult  to  imagine  that  no  more  will  we  be  called  upon  to 
mentally  dig  roots  or  systematize  the  elements. 

But  the  sadder  task  yet  remains  to  us,  to  bid  farewell — perhaps  a  long 
farewell,  to  those  who  have  guided  us  by  their  advice  and  instruction 
through  our  studentship  in  this  College. 

Mr.  Presideiit :  The  Class  of  1884  congratulates  you  that  another 
cycle  has  rolled  around,  again  marking  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  this 
Association.  We  congratulate  you  that  no  untoward  event  has  transpired 
to  ruffle  the  serenity  of  your  administration.  It  is  fortunate  for  an  asso¬ 
ciation,  and  honorable  to  its  government,  Avhen  such  qualities  and  dispo¬ 
sitions  as  possessed  by  you  are  placed  in  high  and  influential  stations. 
Such  is  the  sincere  opinion  we  have  formed  of  your  character  and  of  its 
public  value.  Our  personal  obligations  to  you  as  the  presiding  officer  of 
that  Association,  which  tends  to  enliven  the  memories  of  our  life  in  these 
halls,  we  can  never  forget.  And  with  the  humble  benediction  that  you 
may  be  long  spared  to  shed  the  influence  of  your  scientific  attainments 
and  high  moral  worth  over  all  who  may  drink  at  this  fountain.  The  Class  of 
1884  bids  you  farewell. 

Gentieinen  of  the  Faculty: — Sooner  or  later  there  must  be  an  end  to  all 
things,  and  the  time  has  come  when  our  relations  must  be  severed.  We 
recall  with  ever  pleasant  memory  that  you  have  been  patient  and  for¬ 
bearing,  granting  us  such  a  measure  of  your  valuable  time,  and  tendering 
us  such  wholesome  advice  as  has  enabled  us  to  tide  over  the  numerous  diffi¬ 
culties  incidental  to  the  acquirement  of  such  knowledge  as  you  have  striven 
to  impart. 
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If  we  cannot  conscientiously  acquit  ourselves  of  having  done  aught 
to  render  your  task  other  than  easy  and  pleasant,  believe  me,  it  was  more  a 
fault  of  the  head  than  of  the  heart. 

We  can  never  forget  the  lessons  you  have  taught  nor  the  principles 
you  have  endeavored  to  inculcate.  By  precept  and  example,  you  have 
taught  us  how  to  so  direct  our  energies  that  the  greatest  good  may  come 
from  our  efforts. 

Whatever  may  be  the  vicissitudes  of  future  fortune,  whether  adversity 
or  prosperity  shall  crown  our  efforts  in  life,  “  memory  will  need  no  spur  nor 
gratitude  a  stimulus”  to  remind  us  who  have  been  the  gentlemen  to  thus 
guide  us  to  the  fruition  of  our  hopes. 

It  makes  it  harder  then  to  sever  relations  which  have  been  so  pleas¬ 
antly  and  so  profitably  maintained  through  a  course  of  study.  In  the  same 
breath  that  we  make  grateful  acknowledgment  to  you  for  the  many 
kindnesses  and  favors  we  have  received  at  your  hands,  we  bid  you  an  af¬ 
fectionate  farewell. 

Dear  Class7nates  : — At  last  the  hour  of  parting  has  come — at  last  we 
are  brought  to  feel  the  reality  in  things,  and  that  we  are  reaping  a  sub¬ 
stantial  reward  for  the  long  time  we  have  lived  in  anticipation.'  We  are  now 
armed — helmet,  sword,  and  buckler,  ready  to  step  into  the  arena  of  life,  to 
do  battle  with  fortune  for  her  smiles,  and  may  we  come  off  victors.  We 
are  fortunate  in  having  been  able  to  pursue  our  studies  under  a  regular  and 
almost  perfect  plan.  Many  are  not  so  fortunate,  and  there  is  few  with 
whom  a  knowledge  of  this  does  not  cause  an  impression  of  deep  regret. 
But  always  remember,  that,  though  right  education  in  itself  may  do  much, 
yet  it  will  do  infinitely  more  when  its  subjects  are  endowed  with  strong 
physical,  high  moral,  and  powerful  intellectual  capabilities  ;  and  remember, 
also,  that  the  man  is  measured  by  his  moral  worth. 

In  Pharmacy,  perhaps,  more  than  in  any  other  profession,  we  begin 
our  studies  thoughtless  and  undecided,  following  whatever  may  be  pleasing 
and  neglecting  the  more  severe  and  useful  parts  ;  but,  as  we  advance  toward 
that  period  in  which  we  are  to  enter  upon  a  most  difficult  profession,  and  to 
take  our  place  and  station  in  life,  we  look  back  on  the  past  with  a  conscious¬ 
ness  of  many  idle  hours,  and  what  is  more  afflicting  still,  with  an  unavailing 
sense  of  much  that  we  have  left  undone.  But  now  having  come  to  a  reali¬ 
zation  of  our  hopes,  we  are  false  to  ourselves  and  false  to  the  trust  reposed 
in  us  by  our  instructors,  if  we  do  not  show  our  capability  of  benefitting  our 
Alma  Mater  and  our  fellow-men,  by  the  knovt'ledge  they  have  imparted. 
And,  Classmates-— 

“  The  more  upon  this  earth  we  live, 

And  weigh  the  various  qualities  of  men, 

The  more  we  feel  the  high,  stern  featured  beauty 
Of  plain  devotedness  to  duty.” 

When  the  commencement  exercises  are  consummated,  we  will  scatter  to 
the  cardinal  points  of  the  compass,  north,  south,  east  and  west  will  claim  its 
own  ;  but,  though  we  are  now  launched  forth  into  the  busy  world,  bearing- 
the  endorsement  of  our  grand  old  Alma  Mater,  and  though  the  ties  which 
have  bound  us  together  are  now  rent  asunder,  the  kindly  feelings  which  have 
been  engendered,  the  material  help  that  has  been  given  and  received,  and 
the  good  wishes  that  will  follow  each  to  his  distant  home,  will  never  be  for¬ 
gotten,  as  long  as  memory  holds  her  sway.  Classmates,  we  can  never  hope 
that,  in  the  course  of  human  events,  The  Class  of  1884  will  ever  assemble  as 
a  Class  again.  Your  Valedictorian  felicitates  you  upon  your  entrance  into 
the  ranks  of  the  Alumni  of  The  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy,  fervently 
trusting  that  no  adverse  clouds  will  obscure  the  sun  of  your  prosperity,  and 
bids  you  a  heartfelt  farewell. 
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Mr.  President,  Honored  Professors,  Gentlemen  of  the  Alumni,  and 
kind  friends,  all,  the  Class  of  1884  bids  you  a  regretful  and  a  final  farewell. 

After  the  conclusion  of  the  valedictory  address,  which  was 
.  very  earnestly  and  ably  delivered  from  memory,  the  President 
announced  that  the  time  had  arrived  to  bestow  honor  upon  the 
Junior  Class  by  presenting  the  Testimonial  Certificate  upon  the 
Junior  Student  receiving  the  higiiest  general  average  of  the  Class. 

The  successful  and  honored  student  this  year  is  William 
Henry  Clark,  of  Madrid,  N.  Y.,  and  invited  TNlr.  Clark  to  present 
himself  in  front  of  the  desk,  and  requested  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Potts, 
ex-President  of  the  Association,  to  award  the  certificate,  which 
he  did,  with  the  following  remarks  : 

Mr.  Clark  : 

I  have  been  honored  in  being  delegated  by  the  Alumni  Association 
to  present  you  with  this  certified  testimonial  in  consideration  of  the 
high  proficiency  attained  by  you  in  your  successful  examination  of  the 
several  branches  appertaining  to  the  Junior  Course.  In  conferring  this 
high  order  of  merit,  the  Alumni  Association  cannot  but  sensibly  feel  that 
she  is  in  turn  honoring  herself,  for  in  you  she  sincerely  trusts  she 
beholds  the  prospective  candidate  for  admission  into  her  ranks  twelve 
months  hence.  Please  accept  this  then,  with  the  best  wishes  of  the  Alumni 
Association  for  your  future  success. 

Mr.  Clark  replied  as  folio, vs  : 

Gentlemen  : 

I  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me. 

The  President  then  spoke  as  folio\vs : 

You  will  notice  upon  the  programme  that  there  is  another  item, 
namely,  concluding  remarks.  Now,  I  remember  well,  while  I  say  that,  that 
there  are  others  here  to-night  whom  it  has  been  customary  upon  such 
occasions  to  call  upon.  Some  of  the  professors  are  here  present,  and  if  they 
are  called  upon  I  have  no  doubt  that  you  will  all  be  glad  to  hear  from 
them. 


He  then  called  upon  Prof.  Remington,  who  came  forward 
and  spoke  as  follows  : 

1  have  so  frequently  stood  here  (laughter)  and  seen  so  many  familiar 
faces,  many  that  1  recognize.  You  remember  that  I  told  you  on  the  last 
lecture-night,  that  you  were  the  jolliest  Class  that  I  had  ever  seen.  Now,  I 
know  it  would  be  a  gratification  to  your  friends  to  say  that  you  have  fully 
sustained  your  reputation.  (Applause.)  But  I  am  not  satisfied  to  simply 
say  that.  You  have  had  undoubtedly  the  most  severe  examination  that  any 
Class  has  ever  been  subjected  to.  This,  I  know,  will  be  pleasant  for  you  to 
hear  now,  because  when  one  accomplishes  a  difficult  task,  the  gratification 
and  enjoyment  that  come  from  overcoming  obstacles  causes  all  of  the 
difficulties  which  occurred  when  those  obstacles  were  being  overcome,  to 
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fade  into  insignificance,  and  the  gratification  is  all  the  better.  But,  gen¬ 
tlemen,  the  diploma  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy  is  worth  some¬ 
thing,  and  it  costs  something  to  get  it.  (Laughter.)  I  have  been  deeply 
interested  in  the  exercises  of  this  evening,  and  I  have  enjoyed  them  very 
much.  I  can  add  nothing  to  the  good  advice  which  you  have  already  had, 
but  there  is  just  one  point  that  I  would  like  to  draw  your  attention  to.  The 
Valedictorian  of  the  Class,  whom  you  all  honor,  and  whom  I  also  honor, 
has  made  an  address  to  you,  and  I  only  want  to  make  one  exception  to  a 
remark  that  he  made — it  is  this,  he  said,  I  think,  that  after  to-night,  after  the 
Commencement,  there  was  to  be  no  more  midnight  oil,  that  the  books 
would  be  thrown  aside,  and  I  think  he  intimated  that  there  was  to  be  no 
more  study.  Now,  I  listened  intently,  and  hoped  to  catch  some  qualifying 
phrase,  but  I  think  he  forgot  it.  I  want  to  supply  it.  Gentlemen,  no  ; 
probably  you  can  have  a  little  recess  for  the  next  two  weeks  or  so  ;  but  do 
not  give  up  the  midnight  oil  ;  do  not  go  at  it  as  intently  as  you  have  in 
the  last  few  weeks,  but  remember  this — you  have  just  learned  how  to  study, 
and  that  is  all.  We,  as  your  guides,  can  do  nothing  more  than  show 
you  the  way  ;  you  must  achieve  success  yourselves.  We  can  merely  show 
you  what  to  study  and  how  to  go  about  it,  but  upon  you  depends  the  final 
result.  I  shall  have  something  to  say,  probably  to-morrow  evening  and 
the  evening  after.  I  think  I  have  said  already  too  much  to  you  consider¬ 
ing  that  I  have  bored  you  very  considerably  in  this  room  during  the  last 
four  or  five  months,  but  there  is  one  matter,  which  is  a  little  matter  of  detail, 
that  I  hope  will  not  be  forgotten.  To-morrow  night  we  want  to  see  you  all 
down  stairs.  The  invitations  for  the  entertainment  which  we  have  prepared 
for  you — on  account  of  the  small  number  of  the  Class  having  been  here  on 
Saturday — we  could  not  distribute.  I  apprehend  that  every  member  of  the 
Graduating  Class  is  here  this  evening,  and  to  them  we  extend  the  cordial 
invitation  to  be  present  at  the  manipulations  of  the  Class.  If  any  of  you 
know  of  members  of  the  Class  who  are  absent,  you  will  confer  a  favor 
upon  the  Faculty  by  extending  this  invitation  to  them,  and  Mr.  Krewson, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Alumni  Association,  will  give  you  the  engraved  tickets 
for  the  festivities  for  to-morrow  evening.  We  want  every  member  of  the 
Graduating  Class  there,  and  we  do  not  want  one  left  out.  (Applause.) 

Prof.  Samuel  P.  Sadtler  was  now  loudly  called  for,  and  came 
forward  and  spoke  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Class  about  to  Graduate  : 

This  is  not  my  room,  and  therefore  I  do  not  feel  much  at  home  in 
talking,  and  I  simply  want  to  say,  that  the  Class  coming  together  this  even¬ 
ing  in  advance  of  the  Commencement,  reminds  me  of  the  custom  that 
used  to  be  followed  after  a  well  fought  battle — when  the  victorious  troops,  after 
they  had  rubbed  off  the  dust  and  dirt  of  battle,  came  forward  to  have  their 
friends,  as  well  as  the  grateful  populace,  congratulate  them  and  give  them 
the  reward  they  deserved.  Now,  the  battle  which  was  fought  during  the 
last  few  months,  during  February  and  March  by  this  Class,  was  a  very 
notable  one,  in  proof  that  it  was  a  bloody  battle  we  may  refer  to  the  number 
of  killed  and  wounded  who  were  left  on  the  battle  field,  exceeding  this 
year  by  a  considerable  number  those  that  had  been  left  in  preceding 
years.  I  would  only  say  in  view  of  their  fate,  that  I  am  reminded  of  the  old 
adage :  “  He  who  fights  and  runs  away,  may  live  to  fight  another  day.”  I 

do  not  know  that  they  ran  away  from  the  fight  but  possibly  the  examination 
ran  away  from  them.  I  only  hope  that  they  may  muster  up  courage  and 
come  and  fight  it  out  at  another  time.  The  battle,  as  I  say,  v/as  a  notable 
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one,  and  there  are  some  notable  features  about  it.  Professor  Remington 
has  said  very  well,  that  there  was  something  in  that  e.xamination  that 
resembled  the  “masked  batters’,”  that  is,  the  examination  in  analytical 
chemistry.  When  the  Class  came  into  the  chemical  laboratory,  there  was  an 
innocent  bottle  containing  a  solution — that  we  may  call  the  “  masked  battery,” 
which  they  had  to  charge  upon  and  take.  They  did  not  know  what 
there  might  be  in  it,  and  I  would  say  that  most  of  them  found  too  much  in 
that  solution.  They  discovered  all  the  traces  which  could  possibly  be  in 
any  solution,  and  a  good  many  more  that  they  put  in  themselves,  no 
doubt.  So  that  I  may  say,  that  they  made  a  bold  charge  and  captured  the 
“  masked  battery.”  The  examinations  are  the  end.  of  course,  of  your 
studies  here  in  these  walls,  as  the  ^"aledictorian  has  said  ;  but  as  Professor 
Remington  has  reminded  you,  they  are  not  an  end  of  your  work,  and  in  the 
results  of  the  examination  after  looking  them  over — the  papers  handed  in — 
I  am  always  better  satisfied  with  such  papers  as  give  evidence  of  a  knowl¬ 
edge  how  to  work,  knowledge  of  methods,  a  knowledge  of  the  meaning  of 
what  you  are  to  do,  rather  than  putting  things  together  in  a  confused  mass, 
facts  which  may  be  correctly  stated  but  which  simply  show  the  results  of 
the  midnight  oil,  and  the  person  receiving  that  result  is  not  going  to  receive 
much  value.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  many  of  the  examinations  show  that 
you  had  a  good  appreciation  of  the  principles  of  the  subject,  I  am  engaged 
in  teaching,  and  in  which  I  have  been  endeavoring  to  teach  you.  I  hope 
the  knowledge  of  the  principles  will  be  of  value  to  you  in  your  future 
work,  and  that  you  may  take  a  position  in  your  profession  and  become  im¬ 
portant  members  of  our  Alummi  Association.  You  have  seen  the  advant¬ 
age  of  this  study  of  principles  that  you  have  applied  your  hours  of  study 
to  acquire.  They  will  be  an  advantage  to  you  pecuniarily ;  they  a.re  a 
means  to  an  end,  and  such  means  well  adapted  to  the  end,  I  hope  they  will 
be  in  the  future  with  all  of  you. 

Prof.  Henry"  Trimble,  Ph.  G.,  was  now  called  upon,  and 
responded  as  follows  : 

This  is  a  good  place  to  make  a  few  remarks,  and  I  am  very  glad  to 
congratulate  the  largest  Class  that  has  ever  graduated  from  this  College.  In 
thinking  over  what  I  mighty  say  to  you  in  case  you  called  on  me — this  is 
always  a  matter  of  considerable  worriment,  but  it  does  not  cut  very  deep 
however — I  thought  I  should  make  a  suggestion.  You  have  had  a  good 
deal  of  advice  this  evening  as  to  your  different  studies,  and  in  reference  to 
your  amateur  work,  not  especially  analytical,  more  synthetical.  The  advice 
that  I  would  give  to  those  who  have  to  go  over  this"  labor  year  after  year, 
getting  up  brand  new  speeches  so  as  not  to  use  the  old  one  over  again, 
is  to  just  turn  it  off  at  short  notice — something  that  will  give  you  a  new  idea 
entirely.  We  are  very’  liable  to  bring  up  things  of  previous  years,  to  repeat 
the  same  speeches,  and  we  are  apt  to  go  over  the  same  matter  so  often,  some- 
timies  several  times  in  one  season,  that  I  will  leave  that  for  your  considera¬ 
tion  in  your  future  work.  (Applause.)  • 

Mr.  Wiegand,  the  Actuary^,  was  then  called  for,  and  spoke 
as  follows : 

Gentlemen  : 

I  am  about  the  last  person  you  ought  to  call  upon  ;  there  has  been  so 
much  said  and  so  much  better  speaking  than  I  could  possibly  do,  that  you 
will  oblige  me  by  excusing  me  to-night.  I  am  sorry  that  our  Senior  Pro¬ 
fessor  is  so  situated  that  he  cannot  be  with  vou.  His  sufferings  have  been 
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such  for  the  last  week  as  to  prevent  his  being  with  you.  I  can  only  add 
my  congratulations  to  you  for  the  pleasure  of  your  success  for  the  future. 
As  our  relations  have  always  been  so  pleasant  together,  I  hope  they  will 
continue.  You  may  rest  assured  that  you  can  have  my  assistance  in  any 
shape,  if  it  can  possibly  be  of  any  use  to  you.  You  are  always  welcome  to 
apply  to  me  for  any  information  in  my  power  to  give  you. 

Mr.  Louis  Genois  being  called  for,  made  the  following 
remarks  : 

I  understand  from  what  Professor  Remington  has  said  that  you  are 
going  to  engage  in  some  more  manipulations  ;  let  me  give  you  a  toast,  let 
your  eyes  rest  on  the  table,  your  appetites  be  your  guide,  and  the  good 
things  on  the  table  the  last  things  you  leave.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Thos.  H.  Potts,  ex-President  of  the  Association,  was 
next  called  upon-  and  said  : 

t 

Gentlemen  of  the  Graduating  Class  : 

As  the  hour  is  growing  late  I  will  not  detain  you  longer ;  I  heartily 
congratulate  you  upon  the  successful  issue  of  your  studies  and  trust  your 
prosperity  in  life  may  be  just  as  successful. 

Mr.  William  E.  Krewson,  Secretary  of  the  Association,  was 
called  upon,  and  spoke  as  follows : 

Gentlemen  : 

I  think  you  have  heard  my  voice  enough  this  evening,  in  announcing 
the  names  of  the  successful  candidates.  The  speech  that  I  will  make  to  you 
will  be  a  presentation  of  the  invitations  for  to-morrow  night.  That  may 
go  further  than  all  the  speech  1  can  make.  I  heartily  congratulate  you  on 
your  success,  and  trust  that  you  may  have  a  prosperous  career.  1  would 
like  to  announce  to  the  members  of  the  Alumni,  those  who  have  just 
recently  joiniw  us,  that  I  will  be  in  the  Library  to-morrow  and  Wednesday 
afternoons  to  deliver  the  certificates  of  membership  to  all  those  entitled  to  ’ 
them. 

The  President  then  stated  that  Mr.  Lemberger  wished  to 
make  an  announcement. 

Mr.  Lemberger,  of  Lebanon,  Pa.,  spoke  as  follows: 

Gentlemen : 

Professor  Remington  has  accused  you  of  being  a  very  jolly  Class,  and 
I  do  not  think  there  is  anybody  in  the  room  that  will  gainsay  it.  It  seems 
to  me  when  the  part  that  I  was  to  take  in  the  festivities  this  evening  arrived, 
that  you  tried  your  very  best  to  show  your  jubilant  feeling  and  it  had  a  very 
signal  effect  upon  the  person  that  was  trying  to  take  part  at  that  time.  But 
I  want  to  say  something  else,  and  I  will  not  talk  about  that  as  you  have 
heard  enough  on  that  subject.  The  President  of  the  Zeta  Phi  Alpha,  who 
is  not  able  to  be  present  to-night,  asked  me  to  perform  the  duty  of  asking 
this  Class  to  join  the  Zeta  Phi  Alpha.  1  suppose  you  have  heard  of  the 
society  before  ;  I  am  sure  you  have.  But  we  believe  that  it  is  not  rightly 
understood  by  the  Graduating  Class  and  those  who  graduate  from  year  to 
year.  The  social  feature  of  the  Society  is  what  we  would  like  to  impress 
upon  you. 
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Allusion  has  been  made  by  some  speakers,  more  particularly  the 
Valedictorian,  to  the  future,  and  the  fact  that  you  may  not  all  meet 
again  just  as  you  are  in  one  class.  I  would  say  that  one  of  the  purposes  of 
the  Zeta  Phi  Alpha,  in  its  permanent  organization,  is  to  bring  us  together 
just  as  often  as  it  is  possible,  and  more  particularly  at  the  Third  Annual 
^Meeting.  That  generally  winds  up  with  a  very  pleasant  entertainment,  such 
I  believe  as  is  in  store  for  you  to-morrow  night,  where  you  are  to  practically 
demonstrate  your  power  at  manipulations. 

There  will  be  nothing  of  that  sort  this  year,  however,  but  I  believe 
next  year  the  Zeta  Phi  Alpha’s  festivites  will  take  that  shape  ;  this  occurs 
every  third  year.  That  feature  of  it  is  intended  to  bring  together  those  who 
have  taken  its  honors  and  who  have  gone  out  to  tight  the  battle  of  life  for 
themselves.  It  brings  us  together  to  welcome  one  another,  and  to  regret¬ 
fully  talk  of  those  who  have  passed  away  from  us,  and  to  welcome  new 
comers  into  the  Association.  It  is  a  secret  society  and  only  those  of  the  true 
tribe  can  enter.  This  Class  has  distinguished  itself  by  having  passed 
through  the  hardest  examination  ever  given  to  a  class.  ]Many  of  your  prede¬ 
cessors,  some  of  whom  passed  through  “  the  mill  ”  from  twenty  to  twentv- 
five  long  years  ago,  might  wonder  veiA'  much  how  they  would  fare  to-day, 
if  they  had  to  solve  the  questions  put  to  you. 

Now,  as  a  sort  of  a  discount,  and  as  a  sort  of  encouragement  to  you, 
I  should  say  that  I  understand  the  Executive  Council  have  determined  to 
discount  this  class  and  to  let  them  into  the  Zeta  Phi  Alpha  at  a  discount  of 
hfty  cents  on  the  usual  fees.  I  have  just  been  so  informed  by  the  Secretary, 
!Mr.  Procter  here.  I  am  sure  this  will  be  apj^ciated  by  the  members  of  the 
Class,  and  Mr.  Procter  or  ]\Ir.  Krewson  wilr^be  very  glad  to  furnish  you 
with  applications  at  any  time  after  the  close  of  the  festivities  to-night.  I 
express  the  hope  that  there  will  be  a  large  acquisition  to  the  ranks  of  the 
Zeta  Phi  Alpha,  and  to  the  roll  of  membership.  You  will  find  the  initiation 
very  interesting,  more  so  than  any  other.  It  will  repay  you  I  am  sure. 

Wallace  Procter,  Secretary  of  the  Zeta  Phi  Alpha,  said : 

I  can  only  add  to  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Lemberger,  the  hearty  invi¬ 
tation  to  join  with  us  in  this  Society.  We  can  make  it  very  interesting  to 
you.  I  will  have  applications  for  you  to  sign  at  the  close  of  the  festivities  or 
to-morrow  afternoon.  These  applications  can  be  signed  and  handed  in  and 
acted  upon  at  the  meeting  to-morrow  afternoon.  I  hope  many  will  join  us. 

The  President  then  announced  that  the  time  had  arrived  to 
close  this  Reception,  and  thanked  the  audience  and  members  of 
the  Class  for  the  attendance  and  interest  they  had  manifested  in 
the  ceremonies,  and  hoped  evei*}^  one  had  been  profited  and 
instructed  thereby.  He  then  declared  the  Twentieth  Reception 
of  the  Graduating  Class  of  1884  as  closed. 

Thus  ended  one  of  the  most  pleasant  and  successful  recep¬ 
tions  ever  given  by  the  Alumni  Association  to  a  Graduating 
Class,  and  from  the  good  order  maintained,  it  was  evident 
that  the  proceedings  were  appreciated.  One  well-known  face, 
that  of  the  Senior  Professor,  John  ]\I.  IMaisch,  was  missing; 
owing  to  a  severe  sprain  of  the  foot,  he  was  detained  at  home 
unable  to  leave  his  bed.  This  was  the  only  drawback  to  the 
whole  entertainment,  for  the  members  of  the  Association  and 
Graduating  Classes  always  appreciate  his  presence.

The  Adjourned  Second  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Alumni  Association,  convened  this  afternoon  in  the  Alumni  Room. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4  P.  M.,  by  the  President,  L.  E. 
Sayre. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  following  members  of  the  Board  were 
present :  President,  Lucius  E.  Sayre  ;  First  Vice-President,  Dr.  Chas.  A.  Wei¬ 
demann  ;  Second  Vice-President,  Jacob  S.  Beetem  ;  Recording  Secretary, 
Wm.  E.  Krewson  ;  Treasurer,  Edward  C.  Jones:  Executive  Board — David 
W.  Ross,  and  Thos.  H.  Potts. 
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A  communication  was  received  from  C.  Carroll  Meyer,  regretting  that 
he  was  unable  to  be  present. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  John  A.  Witmer  was  in  Colorado,  and  that 
Louis  Genois  and  Henry  Trimble  were  in  Europe. 

Wallace  Procter  and  Thos.  S.  Wiegand  were  also  noted  as  being  absent. 

The  minutes  of  the  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  which 
was  held  in  May,  were  read,  and  on  motion  of  Jacob  S.  Beetem,  were  ap¬ 
proved  ;  also,  the  minutes  of  the  regular  meeting  called  to  meet  at  Ocean 
Grove.  N.  J.,  were  read,  and  on  motion  of  Thos.  H.  Potts,  were  approved. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Publishing  the  Nineteenth  Annual 
Report,  was  read  as  follows  : 

Philadelphia,  August  ist,  1883. 

To  the  Preside7it  and  Members  of  the  Executive  Board : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  appointed  Nov.  2d,  1882,  to  prepare, 
and  have  published  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Alumni  Associa¬ 
tion,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report  : 

Immediately  after  their  appointment,  the  Committee  asked  for  and 
received  estimates  from  several  well  known  printers  of  the  city.  Messrs. 
Burk  &  McFetridge  of  Nos.  306  &  308  Chestnut  Street,  being  the  lowest 
bidders  received  the  contract. 

The  estimate  was  given  for  3000  copies.  The  size  and  style  to  be  the 
same  as  last  year’s  report  of  166  pages,  including  covers  and  advertisements 
at  a  cost  of  $400.00.  But  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  material  which  the 
Committee  had  referred  to  it,  the  result  of  the  lectures  delivered  at  the  social 
meetings,  and  the  increased  list  of  our  membership,  together  with  publish¬ 
ing  their  addresses,  made  the  report  this  year,  43  pages  larger  than  last 
year’s,  costing  $102.51  more  than  the  estimate,  together  with  $30  for  alter¬ 
ing  and  revising  proof,  making  the  cost  $132.51  above  the  estimate  given, 
or  a  total  cost  of  $532.51. 

The  Committee  solicited  and  procured  advertisements  from  forty  dif¬ 
ferent  firms  and  from  the  College,  making  29  pages  without  the  3  pages  of 
the  cover  used  for  advertisements.  The  Committee  had  1000  large  envelopes 
made,  for  sending  out  the  Reports  by  mail,  which  cost  $8.50.  It  required 
five  cents  to  send  each  copy,  and  your  Committee  bought  1000  five  cent 
stamps  at  $50.00,  making  a  total  cost  of  mailing,  $58.50. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Zeta  Phi  Alpha  occupied  5  pages  which  they 
agreed  to  pay  for,  and  which  will  amount  to  $10.75,  their  proportion  of 
the  expense. 

The  amount  received  from  the  advertisements  was  $355.00,  adding 
this  to  the  amount  received  from  the  Zeta  Phi  Alpha,  makes  a  total  of $365. 7 5  ; 
deducting  this  amount  from  the  cost  of  printing  the  3000  copies,  will 
leave  $166.76  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Association,  besides  the  cost 
of  mailing  and  distributing  the  Reports  in  the  city. 

The  Secretary  has  mailed  the  Reports  to  all  the  active  members  outside 
of  the  city,  and  has  personally  distributed  to  all  the  members  residing  in  the 
city,  visiting  every  drug  store  throughout  the  city  and  suburbs,  putting  a 
copy  in  each  store,  and  wherever  a  Graduate  of  the  College,  or  a  Senior 
Student  was  employed,  presenting  them  with  a  Report.  In  all  about  1000 
copies  were  distributed. 

The  Association  is  under  obligations  to  our  Treasurer,  Edward  C. 
Jones,  for  he  kindly  furnished  your  Secretary  with  a  horse  and  "wagon,  and 
a  young  man  to  drive,  which  greatly  aided  in  the  prompt  and  thorough  dis¬ 
tribution  of  the  city.  Your  Secretary  has  also  mailed  copies  of  the  Report, 
to  all  the  State  and  Territorial  Libraries  in  the  Union,  except  Connecticut; 
also  to  all  the  Colleges  of  Pharmacy,  and  Alumni  Associations,  together 
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with  upwards  of  loo  Colleges,  Societies,  Newspapers  and  Hospitals  through¬ 
out  the  United  States  and  Europe. 

The  Committee  still  have  sufficient  stamps  and  envelopes  to  send  out 
about  300  copies,  which  they  propose  to  send  to  Graduates  of  our  College 
throughout  the  country,  and  hope  by  this  means  to  show  them,  that  our 
Association  still  lives,  and  is  increasing  in  usefulness. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  congratulate  the  Association 
upon  the  increased  interest  that  has  been  taken  in  its  welfare,  by  the  active 
membership,  and  feel  assured  that  it  is  all  owing  to  the  Annual  Reports  of 
the  Association  issued  yearly  to  the  members,  thereby  cementing  them  more 
thoroughly  to  the  Association,  as  is  shown  by  the  large  number  of  commu¬ 
nications  your  Secretar}’  has  received,  congratulating  the  Association  upon 
its  last  report.  Although  this  report  cost  more  than  any  that  has  preceded 
it,  yet  your  Committee  feels  assured  it  will  more  than  repay  the  Association, 
by  inducing  the  Graduates  of  our  College  to  become  active  members  of  the 
Alumni,  as  well  as  stimulate  the  students  who  attend  the  College  to  become 
members  of  the  Quiz  Classes,  and  finally  members  of  the  Association  upon 
graduation,  which  will  largely  increase  our  membership  and  aid  us  finan¬ 
cially  in  carr\fing  on  the  work  of  the  Association  as  was  practically  seen 
during  the  last  course  of  lectures,  and  at  the  close  of  the  term,  by  the  large 
increase  of  our  membership,  as  well  as  the  deep  interest  manifested  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Alumni  and  of  our  Alma  Mater. 

Your  Committee  now  feel  that  their  duties  have  been  performed,  for 
which  they  were  appointed,  and  desire  to  be  discharged  from  further  ser¬ 
vice.

The  Secretary  then  read  the  Report  of  the  Instructor  in  Microscopy, 
as  follows  : 

Camden,  N.  J.,  July  20th,  1883. 

To  the  Executive  Board : 

Gentlemen  : — I  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report  on  the 
Spring  Course  in  IMicroscopy.  The  course  commenced  the  latter  part  of 
April,  and  continued  until  the  15th  of  July,  with  six  students.  Although 
not  a  large  class,  it  was  nevertheless  a  pleasant  one,  there  being  two  Gradu¬ 
ates  of  the  College,  and  four  College  students,  and  at  the  end  of  the  term, 
they  all  expressed  themselves  highly  pleased.  Two  of  the  class  purchased 
microscopes  during  the  course,  and  have  started  out  to  work  in  practical 
microscopy. 

The  course  was  the  same  as  the  one  during  the  Winter,  with  a  few 
additional  lessons  ;  there  is  no  particular  branch  taught  in  this  course,  the 
object  is  to  teach  the  practical  use  of  the  microscope,  so  that  the  student 
when  he  is  through  can  take  up  any  subject  connected  with  microscopy  and 
work  it  out.  The  mounting  of  objects  is  one  of  the  features  connected  with 
this  course,  and  one  which  the  student  is  most  interested. 

If  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Association  to  continue  this  particular  course  in 
microscopy,  I  would  like  to  make  a  recommendation,  and  that  is,  to  have 
a  certificate  engraved,  and  present  to  each  student  after  he  has  attended  the 
course.  I  think  this  would  have  a  tendency  to  increase  the  size  of  the  class.

E.  Krewson,  and  the  following  members  of  the  Board  :  C.  Carroll  Meyer, 
Henry  Trimble,  and  Wallace  Procter.  Dr.  A.  W.  Miller,  Chairman  of 
Committee  on  Social  Meetings,  was  also  present  by  invitation. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  David  W.  Ross  was  unable  to  be  present,  as 
he  was  out  of  the  city.  Jacob  S.  Beetem,  Edward  C.  Jones,  John  A.  Witmer, 
Louis  Genois,  Thos.  H.  Potts,  and  Thos.  S.  Wiegand,  were  also  noted  as 
being  absent.

Your  Committee  on  Quizzes  appointed  by  the  Board,  at  the  Regular 
Meeting,  held  May  3d,  1883,  to  take  the  entire  charge  of  the  Alumni  Quizzes 
for  the  Winter  of  1883  and  1884,  submit  the  following  report : 

After  due  consideration  they  agree  to  recommend,  that  the  Quizzes  be 
conducted  on  the  same  plan  as  in  former  years,  and  that  two  Quiz  Masters 
be  appointed  by  this  Board,  to  conduct  the  Senior,  and  one  for  the  Junior 
Quiz. 

The  price  of  the  Senior  Tickets  to  be  $10.00,  and  the  Junior,  $5.00  for 
the  course,  and  upon  the  graduation  of  the  Senior  Student,  to  present  him 
with  the  Alumni  Certificate  of  Membership,  as  heretofore,  without  further 
cost.  The  Quizzes  to  be  held  every  Thursday  afternoon  in  the  Alumni 
Room,  and  the  organization  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  Quiz  Classes,  to  take 
place  on  Thursday  afternoon,  Oct.  4th,  1883,  and  to  continue  every  Thurs¬ 
day,  during  the  course. 

The  Juniors  to  meet  at  half-past  i  P.  M.,  and  close  at  3  P.  M.  The 
Seniors  to  meet  at  quarter  after  3  P.  M.,  and  continue  two  hours,  or  until 
quarter  after  5  P.  M.  The  first  hour  on  Materia  Medica  and  Practical  Phar¬ 
macy,  and  the  second  on  Chemistry  and  Theoretical  Pharmacy. 

The  Junior  Quiz  to  be  conducted  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  Committee  further  agree  to  pay  the  Senior  Quiz  Masters  $100.00 
for  40  students  or  less,  and  for  every  additional  student  above  40,  at  the  rate 
of  $2.50  for  each  student. 

The  Junior  Quiz  Masters  to  receive  $75.00  for  25  students  or  less,  and 
for  every  additional  student  above  that  number,  $3.00  for  each  student. 

The  Quiz  Masters  to  receive  the  amount  due  them  at  the  close  of  the 
course. 

The  Committee  did  not  appoint  the  Quiz  Masters  this  year,  but  left 
their  appointment  to  the  Executive  Board. 

The  Committee  have  sufficient  blank  applications  for  tickets,  but  or¬ 
dered  one  hundred  tickets  printed,  and  also  circulars  for  distribution  among 
the  students,  giving  them  the  required  information.

MINUTES  OF  THE  THIRD  REGULAR  MEETING. 

Hall  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy, 

No.  145  No.  loth  Street, 

Nov.  1st,  1883. 

The  Third  Regular  Stated  Meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  was  held 
this  afternoon  in  the  Library'  Room  of  the  College. 

In  the  temporary  absence  of  the  President  and  Secretary,  who  were 
up  in  the  Alumni  Room  attending  to  the  Senior  Quiz  Class,  Dr.  Chas.  A. 
Weidemann,  First  Vice-President,  occupied  the  chair,  and  C.  Carroll  Meyer 
acted  as  Secretary. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  quarter  past  4  P.  M.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  members  were  present  at  the  meeting  this  afternoon :  Lucius  E. 
Sayre,  President ;  Dr.  Chas.  A.  Weidemann,  First  Vice-President ;  Jacob 
S.  Beetem,  Second  Vice-President ;  Edward  C.  Jones,  Treasurer  ;  Wm.  E. 
Krewson,  Secretary ;  John  A.  Witmer,  Corresponding  Secretary ;  Louis 
Genois,  David  W.  Ross,  Henry  Trimble,  Thos.  H.  Potts,  C.  Carroll  Meyer, 
and  Thos.  S.  Wiegand  ;  Wallace  Procter  being  the  only  member  absent. 

The  minutes  of  the  Second  Regular  Adjourned  Meeting  of  August  i6th, 
1883,  and  also  of  the  Second  Adjourned  Meeting  of  September  24th,  1883, 
were  read  and  approved. 

The  President  and  Secretary  now  entered  the  room  and  occupied 
their  respective  positions. 

The  President  called  for  reports  of  Committees,  and  Dr.  Chas.  A. 
Weidemann  and  Edward  C.  Jones,  the  Committee  appointed  to  attend  the 
Introductory  Lecture,  both  made  verbal  reports,  stating  that  they  were  both 
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unable  to  be  present  upon  that  evening ;  but  understood  that  there  was  a 
large  audience  present,  and  that  the  lecture  was  very  interesting. 

Dr.  Weidemann  further  stated  that  the  President  was  in  attendance 
at  the  lecture,  and  could  perhaps  give  some  account  of  it. 

The  President  stated  that  the  introductory  was  delivered  by  Prof.  Sami. 
P.  Sadder  to  a  very  large  audience,  composed  of  students,  graduates  and 
members  of  the  College,  every  portion  of  the  room  being  occupied.  The 
lecture  was  very  interesting,  and  was  listened  to  with  marked  attention  by 
those  present.  His  theme  was  a  learned  and  able  review,  covering  the 
latest  researches  in  the  field  of  organic  alkaloids. 

Mr.  Jones  stated  that  Prof.  Sadder  had  informed  him  that  the  lecture 
was  to  be  published  in  the  November  number  of  the  American  Journal  of 
Pharmacy,  and  if  the  Association  desired  to  publish  it  in  their  next  Annual 
Report,  that  it  was  at  their  disposal. 

The  Secretary  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  be  received, 
and  that  they  be  discharged,  and  that  the  introductory  lecture  be  published 
in  our  next  Annual  Report. 

Mr.  D.  W.  Ross  seconded  the  motion,  and  it  was  ageed  to. 

The  Secretary  made  a  verbal  report  for  the  Committee  on  Quizzes, 
stating  that  the  Committee  had  circulars  printed  and  distributed  among  the 
students,  giving  all  the  desired  information  in  regard  to  the  Quizzes,  Junior 
and  Senior.  The  classes  were  duly  organized  on  Thursday  afternoon,  Oct. 
4th,  1883,  in  the  Alumni  Room.  The  Junior  Quiz  Class  was  much  larger 
than  last  year,  numbering  at  the  present  time  twenty-four  students,  and 
would  no  doubt  run  up'  to  thirty.  The  Senior  Class  was  not  so  large  as  last 
year,  about  forty-three  had  made  application  thus  far,  and  he  hoped  it 
would  run  up  to  fifty,  by  the  first  of  the  year. 

The  Secretary  further  stated  that  there  was  an  opposition  to  the  Alumni 
Quizzes,  coming  from  a  source,  but  he  could  not  tell  \vnere,  for  which  he 
was  very  sorry.  The  Quizzes  conducted  by  the  Alumni  Association,  did  not 
conflict  with  the  reviews,  and  he  could  not  see  why  any  opposition  should 
exist. 

The  President  also  made  some  very  pertinent  remarks  in  regard  to 
the  Senior  Quizzes,  and  hoped  that  something  could  be  done,  in  regard  to 
the  opposition  to  the  Alumni  Association  Quizzes,  but  what  to  suggest,  he  at 
present  did  not  know,  but  thought  it  was  a  very  important  question,  which 
each  member  of  the  Executive  Board  should  think  over  and  consider  before 
another  year. 

Mr.  Jones  also  spoke  upon  the  subject,  and  thought  that  if  we  could 
devise  some  way  in  which  to  have  all  the  young  men  who  graduated  from 
year  to  year  become  active  members  of  the  Association,  by  having  the  fee 
handed  in  with  the  graduation  fee  to  the  College,  and  then  paid  over  to  our 
Association,  then  it  would  not  be  necessary  for  the  Alumni  to  have  the 
Quizzes. 

After  remarks  from  several  of  those  present,  on  motion  the  report  was 
accepted. 

After  the  adoption  of  the  report  Mr.  Henry  Trimble,  Junior  Quiz 
Master,  and  member  of  the  Executive  Board,  entered  the  room,  and  the 
President  asked  permission  of  the  Board  to  reopen  the  subject  of  the  Report 
on  Quizzes,  in  order  that  we  might  have  his  views  upon  the  subject.  On 
motion  permission  was  granted.  The  President  then  informed  Mr.  Trimble 
that  the  subject  which  we  had  just  been  discussing,  was  the  opposition  to 
the  Alumni  Quizzes.  Mr.  Trimble  stated  that  he  had  thought  of  no  plan  at 
present,  but  that  now  was  the  time  to  devise  some  means  whereby  the 
Quizzes  could  be  made  more  successful  in  the  future.

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Class  in  Microscopy  would  be  organized 
to-morrow  (Friday)  in  the  Alumni  Room  by  the  Instructor,  Mr.  A.  P.  Brown. 
Four  applications  had  already  been  received,  and  quite  a  large  number  had 
spoken  to  him  about  taking  the  course.  The  Instructor  and  Secretary  had 
prepared  a  circular  giving  all  the  necessary  information,  and  had  them  dis¬ 
tributed  among  the  students,  besides  sending  one  to  each  resident  member 
.  of  the  Association,  and  also  had  a  notice  put  in  the  American  Journal  of 
Pharmacy  for  October  and  November.  On  motion  the  report  was  accepted. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  the  Committee  on  Social  Meetings  had  sent 
in  no  report,  but  he,  as  Secretary,  would  report  that  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  and  himself  had  prepared  a  circular  or  roster  giving  the  dates 
of  each  Social  Meeting,  the  name  of  the  lecturer,  and  the  subject  for  each 
afternoon,  as  far  as  was  known  to  the  Committee,  and  that  one  of  the  cir¬ 
culars  had  been  sent  to  each  of  the  resident  members  of  the  Association, 
and  each  student  had  received  one  ;  also  the  notice  of  the  first  meeting 
had  been  put  in  the  October  number  of  the  Journal. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  October  9th,  1883, 
in  the  Museum  of  the  College,  with  an  attendance  of  eighty  students  and 
members  of  the  Association,  and  the  programme  was  fully  carried  out  as 
per  circular. 

The  report  of  the  delegates  elected  to  represent  the  Alumni  Association 
at  the  sessions  of  the  Thirty-first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  American  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association,  held  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  September,  1883,  was  now 
read  by  the  Secretary,  as  follows  : 

Philadelphia,  Pa.,  October  31st,  1883. 

To  the  Executive  Board : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Pharmaceutical  Association,  respectfully  report  that  they  were  present 
at  the  appointed  time  in  the  city  of  Washington.  Prof.  C.  Lewis  Diehl,  of 
Louisville,  Ky.,  kindly  consented  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  absence 
of  Charles  L.  Eberle,  who  had  originally  been  selected. 

The  meeting  was  held  in  one  of  the  halls  of  the  National  Museum, 
in  the  grounds  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  the  officials  having  placed  this 
at  the  disposition  of  the  Association. 

Owing  to  the  central  location  of  the  city  of  Washington,  as  well  as  to 
its  many  attractions,  and  perhaps  also  to  the  elaborate  preparations  made  by 
the  Entertainment  Committee,  the  meeting  proved  to  be  an  unusually  large 
one.  In  like  manner,  the  exhibition  was  even  more  than  usually  interest¬ 
ing,  the  rooms  being  almost  continually  crowded  with  visitors. 

Many  beautiful  displays  were  made,  though  it  was  rather  singular  that 
none  of  the  large  chemical  manufacturers  were  represented.  One  of  the 
novelties  receiving  a  considerable  share  of  attention,  was  a  series  of  torsion 
balances,  constructed  on  an  entirely  new  principle,  and  claiming  to  possess 
many  points  of  superiority  over  the  knife-edge  scales,  which  are  generally 
employed.  The  permanent  collection  of  the  National  Museum  was  a  very 
appropriate  supplement  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Exhibition  proper,  very 
many  visitors  straying  through  its  numerous  halls,  filled  with  curiosities 
and  antiquities  from  all  lands.  Many  of  these  had,  in  fact,  graced  the 
Government  Building  during  the  Centennial  Exhibition. 

The  great  number  of  elaborately  prepared  scientific  papers  were  list¬ 
ened  to  with  marked  attention,  and  elicited  some  very  interesting  remarks 
from  the  members.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  the  members  were 
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taken  to  the  historic  Mount  Vernon  on  a  steamer  specially  chartered  for 
the  purpose  by  the  pharmacists  of  Washington.

The  Quiz  Classes  although  successful,  nevertheless  did  not  come  up 
to  the  anticipation  of  the  Committee,  in  numbers,  notwithstanding  the 
Classes  in  the  College  were  larger  than  ever  before.
